JAPS ARE KEEPING PROMISE

Roosevelt Declares Japanese Gov-
grament ls Loys! and is Carrying
Out Policy Exactly as This Coun-
try ia,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 —"The
policy of the administration to com:
bine the maximom efficiency In
achieving the real object which the
people of the Paclfic sldpe have at
heart with a minimum friction and
trouble, while misguided men who ad-
vocate such action as this againat
which [ protest are following a pol-
iey which combines the very minl-
mum officiency with the maximum of
insult and which, while totally falling
to achieve any real result for good,
yet might accomplish an infinity of
harm."

In this language Roosevelt in a
long telegram to Speaker Stanton of
the Californin assembly set forth to-
day the government's view of the
Japanese school bill

The President states the bill gives
just cause for irritation and that the
government would be obliged to im-
mediately take action in the federal
courts to test such legislation be-
cause it is held to be clearly in viola-
tlon of the treaty and obligations of
the United States.” The telegram to
Stanton waa sent after a conference
with Senator Flint and Representa-
tive Kahn of California and Franklin
K. Lane of the interstate commerce
commission.

The President says the administra-
tion is zealously guarding the Inter-
ests of the people of California and
the entire West and says:

“The Japanese government is loy-
ally and in good faith dolog its part
to carry out this poliey precisely as
the American government is doing.
The policy aims at mutmlity of obli-
gation and behavior. In accordance
with it the purpose is that the Jap-

The President says that more Jap-
anese have left the United States
than heve come into it in the last six
months by other 2000,

Referring to the test of such legis-
latlon in the courts, Roosevelt says:

“On this point 1 refer yon to nu-
merous decirions of the United States
pupreme court in regard to state lawe
which violate treaty obligations of
the United States. Legislation could
accomplish nothing beneficial and
would certainly canse some mise
chiel”

The President appeals to the sound
judgment and people of California,
and says:

“If in the next year or two the
action of the federal government fails
to achieve what it Is now achieving.
then the further action of the presi-
dent and congress it can be made en-
tirely efficlent.”

REACH DECISION

LEAVES ALL OPEN WATER
CARRIAGE OPEN TO FREE
COMPETITION.

WASHINGTON, Feb. B—Carriers
of interstate commerce by water
“Are subject to the act to regulate
commerce only in the respect of
traffic transported under a common
control, agreement or Arrangement
with a rail carrier,” says the decis-
ion of the interstate commerce com-
missioner today. The commission di-
vided on the matter. The decision
holds that “The act controls the all-
rail and the part-rail and part-water
transportation and leaves all other
water carriage open to free compoti-
tion.”
